Thus ſing. my ſelfe {till to continue in this miſerable 
ſtate, J was conſtrained fo2 want of victuals , to diſtouer 
my el arm to ſhew them that Jhadgodſkillin Gunners 
Art, which J thought would haue been greatly well eſter⸗ 
med at the Turkes handes : but then foz the ſame J wag 
moꝛe narrowly loked vnto, vet ſomewhat better eſteemed 
of then J was: befoze. Not long after the Turke made 
warres againit᷑ the Perſians, and gathered 700, thouſand 
men togither, and theſe were conducted by his chiefe Baſ⸗ 
Caes into Perſia. At-which time (oz that bad ſkill. in 
Artillery) J was choſen foꝛth of the Gallies to goe with 
the Armye into Perſia , and there todo the Turke ſer⸗ 
vice in the field, with whom z trautiled on fote,but in cur 


going thither , there died ol eur Armye by meanes of 


great ſicknes, dildiet, and want of victuals,about the mums 
ber of 300. thouſand : fo that when we came into Per- 
cia, we were 400. thouſand ſtrong in the field, there wee 
refed: vs one moneth, by which time wee having har⸗ 
tencd dur ſelues, gaue a fierce aſſault vpon the Perſians, 
where the Turkes ſide got the wozſt,and loft 50;thoyſand 
men, Then the Generall ouer the Turkes Army, whole 
name was Sannon Baſha, ſent vs ſo many ſouldiers maze 
as made vs 500, thouſand ſtrong, there wee ſtaied a long 
time , making warxes vgainſt the Perſians and the great 
Citie of Damaſko, where the Turke litle pzeuailed: fo2 if 
the Turke were as polliticke as he is ſtrong of power, the 
Perſians were not able to reſiſt hun. Thus leatung the

mous man ſoꝛ Chtualyp,at what time he traueiled into foz- 
raine Countries, being then perſonally ꝑeſent, made there 
a challenge againſt al maner of perſons whatſocuc r ⁊ at all 
maner of weapũs, as Turm ments, Barriozs with Hoꝛſle 
and armour, to fight and combat with any whatſocuer, in 

the defence ol his Pꝛince and Countrey : foz which he was 
verie highly conunended, and yctens man durſt be ſo hardy 
to encounter with him, ſo thut al Italy ouer, he is acknolu⸗ 
ledge deuer ſince koꝛ the ſame the onely Chiuallier and 
Noble man of England. This title they giue vnto him as 
woꝛthely deſerued.

In Egypt there is mall ſtoꝛe of water, becauſe it neuer 
raineth in that Country, ſo that their water is very daun- 
gerous to dzinke, They haue no ſpꝛings at all in that coun⸗ 
try, and yet there falleth ſuch a dew euerie night, as doth 
refreſh and kerpe their hearbes and plants in due ſo2t, and 

makes them ſpꝛing verie fruitfully, 
The people of thoſe.countries befoze mentioned are 
fo2 the moſt part of reaſonable ſtature, vet ofa bꝛoimiſh 
and fwart complection: their women do goe mufuͤled, and 
generally in the land ol Jew2y they weare hye eepled 
hats, much like vnto the foꝛme of a Suger loafe. 
Tde Citie ol Damaſkois very fruitful and greatly re- 
pieniſhed with all maner offruites whatſacuer , as Pomb- 
grandes, Ozinges, Limons, Apples, Peares, Phunbeg, 
Grapes; and all other like fruits.
